BRONZE TURKEY LARGEST 
OF STANDARD VARIETIES 


Thought to Have Originated From Cross of W ild Bird of 
the North and Domesticated Fow l 
—V ery H ardy

UCERNE, Switzerland.—The local peasantry are much exercised ov er w hat they regard as a certain sign that 
a great war is soon to break out in Europe. 
For the first time since just before the Franco-Prussian war oi 
1870 the Lake of Blood has assumed the deep red color which, according to |>opularsuperstition, presages 
a sanguinary conflict. 
This curious phenomenon is observ ed only at long interv als and is due. the scientists say, 
to a small Alpine plant of red hue growing all ov er th 
bed of the lake. 
The Lake of Blood is not far from 
this city and is attracting hundreds of tourists. 


’The bronze turkey is the largest of 
all the six standard v arieties, 
and, 
therefore, holds the place of honor. 
It is said to hav e originated from a 
cross between the wild turkey of the 
north and our domesticated turkey. 
Its beautiful rich plumage and size 
hav e come from its wild progenitors, 
says the Poultry Tribune. 
Audubon has recorded the <oming 
of the wild turkeys into the barn­ 
yard, where they paired with his do­ 
mesticated turkeys. 
His description 
of the wild turkey is almost exactly 
like our bronze turkey of today. 
He 
remarks about the brilliant copper 
bronze of the plumage and compares 
them in color with those of the pea­ 
cock. 
New crosses, which increase and 
strengthen v itality and intensify the 
beauty of the bird, are still being 
made. 
The color of the bronze tur­ 
key is a ground of black blazoned 
or shaded with bronze. 
This shading 
is rich and glowing, and when 
the 
sun’s rays are reflected from these 
colors they shine like polished» steel. 
The color of the female is not so 
rich as the male, but both hav e the 
same color and shading. Through in­ 
breeding much of this richness 
of 


' should be large, the eyes bold; heav y 
bone, legs and shanks straight and 
well set. 
The outlines in all section® 
; should he in perfect harmony. 
. 
In nature they are prone to wan* 
j der, but can be taught to return homo 
I ev ery night if proper care and atten­ 
tion is giv en them while young. They 
can also be made quite tame if one 
* can be in company with them much 
1 of the time. 
It is true some are more 
| docile than others. 
We hav e now in 
J our flock some that while eating we 
i can stoop down beside, place our arm 
| around them, smooth the feathers on 
their backs, and they will make no 
effort to fie released, while others in 
this same flock would Tie v ery much 
frightened shçmld we attempt to touch 
them 
We believ e some are nearer 
! the wild cross than others, which ac­ 
counts for this lack of confidence. 
They are v ery hardy after a 
few 
weeks old and easy to raise if the 
season is anyways near fav orable and 
proper care is used. 
The habit of neglecting to select 
the best young turkeys for breeding

Increased Use of “ Dry Milk.” 
The American process of reducing 
milk to a powder has now been intro­ 
duced into Norway. 
One of the new 
companies formed has contracted to 
deliv er 300 tons of dry milk each year 
for three years to an English firm. 
The dry milk is used largely for inv al­ 
ids and conv alescents on ships on long 
v oyages, because of its keeping quali­ 
ties under all climatic conditions and 
Its conv enience of transportation.

Continental Sav ings hank , who in ad­ 
dition to tak ing stry chnine, stood be­ 
fore a m irror in the p u blic p av ilion in 
Ov erton p ark , sending a bu llet throu gh 
his brain to m ak e su re of his death. 
The dead man, according to doctors, 
has brooded ov er the su icide of Presi­ 
dent C. W. Schu lte of the First N ation­ 
al bank of Memp his, who hanged him ­ 
self to a bedp ost at Battle Creek , 
Mich., some time ago. 
Mr. Schu lte 
was a close friend of President Schas, 
and this, following the collap se of the 
form er bu ilding occu p ied by the Con­ 
tinental bank , is adv anced as one rea­ 
son of his rash act. 
Continental hank officials adm it re­ 
cent financial loss in a failu re here, 
hu t scou t this as the reason why P res­ 
ident Schas shou ld tak e his own life. 
Bishop Thom as F. Gailor of the Ep is­ 
cop al chu rch, an intim ate friend and 
sp iritu al adv iser of President Schas, 
say s that it was general worry that 
cau sed him to commit su icide. 
The officials hav e agreed to p lace 
the Continental hank in the hands of 
a receiv er. The stock has been q u oted 
at 320.

“You may talk about the difficul­ 
ties you encounter with the customs 
inspectors on arriving in New York,” 
said an English woman in New York 
the other day, “but you will find that 
worse troubles of (he kind accumulate 
for you iii certain parts of Europe. Es­ 
pecially is this apt to he true on the 
Austrian border. 
“I was coming up from Turkey on 
my way to Paris a few months ago. 
Owing to (lie fact that my cousin, who 
had been (raveling with me, could 
not get away from Constantinople, I 
had to make the journey alone.

I traveled 
is supposed to be one of the fim st in 
Europe, but moat of the way to Vien­ 
na it stops every few minutes.

told me the reason was that they had 
been unable to get enough coal to 
start with and that these stops were

they took on about a shovelful at each 
station.
